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In this highly selected bibliography, the editors stressed the efforts of black to communicate publ icly 
and persuasively to a world often hostile to their interests and purposes. For convenience, the sources 
of rhetorical studies are categorized into six sections: bibliographies, rhetorical documents, general 
collections, learning resources, theoretical analyses, religious studies, and critical studies. 
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
